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PEEFACE. 


THE  Second  Part  of  Practical  Spanish  is  carried  out  on  lines 
similar  to  the  First  Part.  It  comprises  the  treatment  of — 

The  VERB  The  CONJUNCTION 

The  ADVERB  The  INTERJECTION 

The  PREPOSITION 

with  APPENDICES  devoted  to  the  special  peculiarities  of  (A) 
the  SUBSTANTIVE,  (B)  the  ARTICLE,  (C)  the  AUGMENTATIVES 
and  DIMINUTIVES,  and  (D)  the  DEGREES  OF  COMPARISON  with 
the  VERB  and  the  ADVERB  respectively.  The  volume  closes 
with  a  double  VOCABULARY  containing  all  the  words  em- 
ployed in  the  Exercises,  the  range  of  which  is  so  wide  that 
the  VOCABULARY  may  almost  claim  to  he  an  abridged 
Dictionary. 

Special  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  Irregular  Verbs, 
of  which  a  complete  list  is  given,  with  their  meaning  in 
English,  and  reference  to  their  conjugation.  The  Parti- 
ciples also  have  been  treated  with  a  minuteness  of  detail 
which  is  unusual,  but  which  is  thoroughly  warranted  by 
their  importance. 

As  in  the  First  Part,  the  examples  that  illustrate  the  rules 
have  been  selected  to  express  the  familiar  ideas  and  episodes 
of  daily  life,  and  contain  phrases  often  omitted  from  the 
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regular  dictionaries.  Whenever  it  has  been  possible  to 
render  adequately  a  Spanish  idiom,  the  English  equivalent 
has  been  given  without  a  slavish  adherence  to  the  literal 
translation.  The  exact  meaning  of  the  original  is,  however, 
indicated  whenever  it  might  otherwise  be  obscure.

USES  OF  HABER  AND  TENER.

— Reciprocal  verbs  refer  to  mutual  actions 
between  two  or  more  persons,  hence  they  are  generally 
employed  in  the  plural. 

Ordinary  Reciprocal  Form. — The  English  each  other,  one 
another,  associated  with  these  verbs,  is  generally  translated 
by  nos  of  the  first  person,  by  os  of  the  second  person,  and 
by  se  in  any  other  case.  The  pronoun-object  is  necessarily 
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subjoined  to  the  verb  in  the  Infinitive,  the  Imperative,  and 
the  Gerund :

3.  Salve,  God  bless  you,  and  vale  (keep  in  good  health) 
farewell,  are  the  remains  of  Latin  forms,  the  former  used 
only  in  prayers,  and  the  latter  in  familiar  correspondence.

FUTURE  CONDITIONAL,  PAST  IMPERFECT,  AND  PAST

the  apocopated  Latin  forms  of  the  Pluperfects  of  the  Indica- 
tive and  of  the  Subjunctive  (compare  laudarunt,  laudilsse,  for 
laudaverunt,  laudavisse ;  delerunt,  delesse,  for  deleverunt, 
delevisse ;  and  audisti,  audisse,  for  audivisti,  audivisse),  in- 
troduced in  the  Spanish  language.  But  as  Spanish  Plu- 
perfects were  formed  by  means  of  the  Imperfect  of  haber, 
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and  a  Past  Participle,  the  Latin  ones  were  preserved  to  be 
used  as  depending  Pluperfects  and  therefore  as  forms  of  the 
Subjunctive.  Hence  their  double  nature,  as  pasts  and  as 
futures,  which  accounts  for  their  employment,  i.e. :

FUTURE  PERFECT. — In  general  expresses,  either  (1)  that 
something  that  has  not  yet  happened  will  be  an  accomplished 
fact  before  another  thing  may  happen,  or  (2)  that  something 
that  is  not  known  for  certain  has  been,  or  will  be,  probably 
realised  at  a  certain  time.  In  the  first  case,  it  is  almost 
always  found  in  compound  sentences  in  connection  with  a 
Present  of  Subjunctive  :

GENERAL  REMARK.  —  Spanish  past  participles  may  be 
inflected ;  when  this  is  the  case,  they  are  treated  like 
adjectives  in  -o  ;  the  rules  as  to  the  position  of  the  adjective, 
its  comparison,  etc.,  being  also  applied  to  the  past  participle. 

ITS  USE  IN  GENERAL. — (1)  With  the  simple  tenses,  the 
Infinitive,  and  the  Gerund  of  haber,  to  have,  to  form  the 
compound  tenses  of  any  verb.

GENERAL  REMARK. — The  proper  value  as  well  as  the 
employment  of  most  of  the  interjections  cannot  be  fully 
understood  without  perfect  acquaintance  with  Spanish  life. 

Syntax  of  the  Interjections. — On  account  of  their  nature 
most  of  the  interjections  have  no  grammatical  connection 
with  the  sentences  in  which  they  are  employed,  and  there- 
fore they  may  be  used  irrespective  of  any  mood  or  tense. 
However,  those  expressing  encouragement,  command,  con- 
tempt, warning,  disgust,  incredulity,  are  most  frequently 
found  connected  with  either  the  Infinitive,  the  Indicative,  or 
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the  Subjunctive,  according  to  the  rules  given  in  the  USE  OB' 
THE  MOODS.  Thus,  \  ojala !  as  expressive  of  a  wish,  is  always 
followed  by  the  Subjunctive  :
